Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

Claims 1-6, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

Applicant must review the claims for lack of antecedent. As a matter of example, 
claim 1 lacks antecedent for "the angle of the washer", "the top surface of the annular 
element' 5 , "the external diameter of the washer", and "the external diameter of the second 
adjustable part". The direction of the adjustment of the washer should also be recited in 
the claim. This problem repeats on claims 4 and 9. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
The above claims would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Conclusion
